AS HIS SLAVE.

Grand-Nephew of President
Madison Accused of Cru¬

elty by His Wife.

Declared Her Husband Called
Her a "Nigger/' and Beat

Her Continually.
Said He Only Married Her in Order to

Have Some One to Wait
Upon Him.

POURED HOT COFFEE OVER HER.

Mrs. Madison Startled the Judge by Stating
That Her Husband Had Threatened

Her After She Had Entered
the Courtroom.

Ambrose G. Madison, a greatgrand-
nephew of former President James Mad¬
ison, was the defendant In a suit for sepa¬
ration In the Supreme Court, before Justice
Dickey, in Brooklyn, yesterday. This scion
of noble /stock, according to his wife, is
employed variously as a race track tout,
a' huckster and a pedler of patent medi¬
cines. He is a man about thirty-five years
old, with thin, light hair, and a long red
mustache.
His wife, Margaret, is a very handsome

woman about the same age. They have
five children: Margaret, sixteen; Katie,
thirteen; Willie, eight; Ambrose, six, and
Annie, two years old. The children, very
handsomely dressed, were in court yester¬
day.
Mrs. Madison testified that she was mar¬

ried November 17, 1S73. Her maiden name

was McGarry. They first lived on Twen¬
tieth street, South Brooklyn. The first
trouble oetween the Madlsons was in 1884,
when one of their children died. Her hus¬
band was without money, and Mrs. Madi¬
son's mother allowed the baby to be burled
In her plot In Holy Cross Q emetery.
On the way home from the cemetery

Mr. Madison said to his wife:. "Don't you
ever put me in any Irish-Catholic ceme¬

tery. 1 am a grand-nephew of ex-President
James Madison, and lean be buried in
a better place in Montpelier Cemetery."

Was Accustomed to Slaves.
In 1803 her husband was taking a bath

and told her to bring his clothes.
"I have been accustomed to slaves," said

the husband, "and that is all I married
you for."

Mrs. Madison said her husband used to
spend all of his cash at the race track and
in a gambling house in New York.
One morning in 1893, Madison said to his

wife: "I lost $15 in a hotel last night.
The place was raided and I did not get a

chance to win it back. You take your baby
and go over and see the proprietor. Play
the sister of charity act. If crying wont
do it. tell him you have proof against his
place that will compel him to give it up.
Mrs Madison said that on another occa¬

sion he compelled her to take her baby
and go over to see a Mrs. McLean, the
proprietress of another house in New York,
to borrow $3, as he had lost money there
also. The woman gave her only fifty
cents. When she got home her husband
beat her.

When she had protested about going after
the money her husband said:
"You have got to go. You are my dog

and my nigger. Don't you know 1 only
keep you here to wait on me, you Irish
CatnoncV"

lltble as a Weapon.
In 1804, when the Madisons lived on

Willoughby street, Mrs. Madison took her
two little girls and went to church. When
she got home her husband was reading
the Bible. He took hold of his wife and
held her while he beat her in the face
with the Good Book.
"How big was the Bible?" asked Judge

Dickev.
T a"About the size of this one I have just

sworn on," said the witness. The Court
Bible is about five inches long by four
wide and a couple of inches thick.
Once, when they lived on Willoughby

street, in 1895, she alleges, Mr. Madison
took one of his children by the feet and
swung her around In a violent manner.
When the mother interfered he turned on
her and gave her a beating.
Mrs Madison said that they had a quar¬

rel lasting for a week. Her husband was
obliged to get up early, and asked her to/
call him. He would throw things at her
when she did call him, and would not get
up. When he did rise he-would beat her
In a brutal manner for not waking him.

Hot Coffee Over Her.
One morning he threw his cup of coffee

Over her and then spat in her face.
"That's the way we do down SQtith to

show our contempt for our niggers," he re¬
marked.
One morning, shortly before they sepa¬

rated. Mrs. Madison said, her husband was
selling vegetables In front of their house.
She put her head out of the window and
spoke to him. He threw a turnip at his
wife and swore, and told h,er to get back
in the house, where she belonged. Then
he went upstairs and beat her with a whip.
Mrs. Madison created a sensation in the

court room when she said that her husband
had made threatening signs at her in court
since the commencement of the trial.
"What did he do?" asked Justice Dickey.

Threatened in Court.
"He met me at the door as I came in

and gritted his teeth at me. He shook his
clenched fist at me and brushed against me
and stepped on my toes. He called me a
gypsy and an Irish hussy.
"Since the commencement of this action,"

continued Mrs. Madison, "he has sai'd it
would not make any difference If I did
get a separation. He said he did not care
for the Judge, and even if lie got locked
np he would break away and do something
desperate."
Mrs. Leonora C. Perry, a colored woman

who lives next to the' house at No. 00
Lawrence street when the Madlsons lived
there, testified that they had frequent
quarrels. She also said that Madison had
made threatening remarks to her fn the
corridors of the court house. He told her
he would get even with her if she testified
against him.
One of the witnesses for the plaintiffsaid that Mr. Madison had quarrelled with

his wife about a man named Haaen. At
that time Madison had said that Ilazen
was to<> familiar with his wife. This closed
the testimony for the day, and Court ad¬
journed till this morning.Madison brushed past his wife and made
some remark to her in a low voice. She
told her lawyer that her husband had said
that he would eat her and punch holes
In him.
Lawyer Washburn, who represents Mrs.

Madison, turned to Madison ami said:
"You go on out of this now. Get out!"

"It is true, as counsel has said," re¬

marked Judge Dickey, when all the testi¬
mony was In, "that this is a mesalliance iu
a bad form. This husband and wife should
never have married. The husband was illv
in mi'nd and body, perhaps, and qertainly*
had much to contend with.
"On the other hand, there is no doubt

that this defendant very foolishly wrote
and received letters which she should not.
Yet she has shown a desire to avoid a

separation for the sake of their Innocent
little children. The husband also, in a
measure, condoned the letter writing.

"I am convinced that the cause for com¬

plaint i's about equal on both sides of the
house, and, for the good of the children, I
shall deny the plaintiff's application for a
separation."

Mr. Morgan, although he has beon a member of the club since March 2'j,
1882. and is No. 249 on the roll, has never held any office In the organization,
and many of his lntitnate friends assert that he will not accept the honor.

Mr. Morgan's chief claim to fame is as a financier. He lias been a prom¬
inent figure on Wall Street for many years, his connection with the gold bond
issue is still fresh in the minds of the public, and only a week ago it was re¬
ported that he was making preparations to capture the New York Central
Railroad by crowding out the Vanderbilt family.

It was he who engineered the deal that brought about the alliance between
the American Bell Telephone Company and the Western Union Telegraph Com¬
pany. In fact, he has been a power in financial circles for many years, and
in every transaction with which he has been connected he has always dom¬
inated.

His fortune is estimated at from $70,000,000 to $80,000,000. It has been stat¬
ed that he was the only financier on the Street of whom Jay Gould was afraid.

Night after night Mr. Willenkamp
kept close watch with no results, although
the milk kept disappearing regularly. Early
yesterday morning his vigilance was re¬
warded by seeing Conrad as he was running
from the area way of his house with a

quart bottle of milk In his hands. It re¬

quired little or no effort on the part of Mr.
Willenkamp to catch the boy. Judge Cow¬
enhoven gave the little fellow a good lec¬
ture on the evils of milk stealing, and on
his promising to be a good boy in-the future
followed him to go home.

DODGED MARRIAGE ON A BIKE,

Hiles Fled on His Wheel and Miss'Monahan

MUST PAY $5,500 FOR A SCAR.

It Is on Miss Morrisey's Leg, and She Sued

ELEVATED ROADS
IT PAY TAXES.

Unless They Make Good the
Registrar of Arrears Will

Sell Them Out.

Brooklyn Companies Make Their
Final Fight Before the

Appellate Court.

Claim Their Property Has Deteriorated
and Their Receipts Reduced

by the Trolley.
COURT DECIDES AGAINST THEM.

Declares That a Corporation That Can Secure
an Indebtedness of $12,968,000 in

Bonds and $13,283,000 in Stock
Is Not Overvalued.

The Brooklyn elevated railroads have
made their last twist to avoid the payment
of their legitimate taxes. The Appellate
Division of the Supreme Court has just de¬
cided that they must pay their back taxes
or be sold by the Registrar of Arrears. The
claim for taxes against the Brooklyn ele¬
vated road Is $83,119.37. A similar amount
is due from the Kings County road.
The Brooklyn Elevated Company, In 1893.

asked to have their valuation reduced.
They claimed that their structure was de¬
teriorating all the time, and the fact that
the city had allowed the trolley roads to
be built had considerably reduced their
receipts.
The Registrar, of Arrears threatened to

sell them out for their back taxes. The
two roads joined issues and procured an

injunction to restrain the sale. This ques¬
tion was taken to the General Term and the
injunction was dismissed. Then the case
went to the Appellate Division.
The finding of th^s court affirms the deci¬

sion of the General Term In dismissing the
injunction.
Justice Hatch, who writes the opinion,

says that there -is no proof to -support the
claim of the roads that their property is
deteriorating. The claim that tneir re¬
ceipts have fallen off because the trolley
roads were allowed to lay tracks in the
city is not a valid one. The elevated roads
had no exclusive rights to the streets, and
the city did not undertake to guarantee
the earning power of the companies.
The elevated roads are assessed at ?170p-

000 a mile.
Justice Hatch says In his opinion that

in the case of the Brooklyn elevated sys-
tem, a corporation which can secure an
indebtedness of $12,iX>8,000 In bonds and
$13,283,000 in stock, is not overvalued for
the purpose of taxation at $170,000 a mile.

TO EXTEND THE BROOKLYN L.

Fort Hamilton Residents are Overjoyed at
the Good News

At last the residents of Fort Hamilton
are to have their wishes gratified in the
matter of better transportation from the
Brooklyn Bridge to their section of the
city.
The Brooklyn Elevated Railroad Com¬

pany has surveyors looking over the
ground from the present terminus of the
road at Sixty-fifth street and Third ave¬
nue, all along the new section, which, if
the present intentions of the road's offi¬
cials are carried out, will be along Third
avenue to Bay Ridge avenue, thence to
Fifth avenue, and down the last named
avenue to the Fort.
For the past five years the inhabitants

of "Soldierstown," as Fort Hamilton has
become known, have been petitioning the
elevated people to have the road extended
beyond Sixty-fifth street. Although the
directors of' the company have stlways
maintained that it would rot pay them
to extend their line to this point, they
have evidently changed their minds about
the matter, and work will be begun in the
early Spring.

THE NEW LAW EXCITES THEM.

Coming Village Election at Greenp'ort Will
Have to Be a Political Affair.

Greenpoi;t, L. I., Dec. 22..The village
people are greatly exercised just at pres¬
ent over the coming village elections, the
trouble being caused by the new State
laws, which provide that no party shall
place a ticket in the field unless it polled
10,000 votes at the State election*, or pro¬
vided 100 signers to the party can be se¬
cured from the taxable inhabitants of the
village.
Last year the names people's and Inde¬

pendents were used in order not to make
the village elections a political issue. It is
now cla'med that 100 signers cannot be se¬

cured to these names, and consequently
the Dies Republican and Democrat are to
be used in the coming election, which Is to
he held on January 12, 1807.
